FOURTH PARLIAMENT. 



FOUHTH SESSION. 



Monday, March 1, 1880. 
Spanker took tho chair lit p, m. 
Prayers by Archdoacou Sorivoti. 
REPORT. 

Mr. Martin prosontetl report of com- 
mittee) on private bills to the etl'ect that 
the preambles of the following bills had 
been approved: Victoria Firo Insurance, 
Nanaimo water works company, Findlsy 
creek lease, Vancouver water works com 
pany. 

LICENSES ORDINANCE. 

"A bill entitled "an act to amend tho 
'lioenaes ordinance, 1885,' " introduced by 
Mr. Galbraith read a first time. Second 
reading Wednesday. 

PUBLIC WORKS. 
•Mr. Semliii moved that a return be made, 
showing the amount expended to if lstDecuut- 
ber, 1885, in each district of the mainland 
on public works out of the money received 
from Canada for the graving dock, Enqul- 
noalt. 

Hon. Mr. Smi the said no one knew 
better than the mo.ver of the resolution 
that the money was paid into the treasury 
and no soparate aeooutit kept of it. The 
return would be as full as could bo, but 
to particularize any work carried out on 
the mainland « out of tho dry-dock money 
could not be.done. Increased expenditure 
on roads, atreots, and bridges had been 
made in every district in addition to spe- 
cial works, such us tho bridge at Savona, 
Thompson rivor bridge, etc. The return 
made would bo as full as possible. 

Mr. Galbraith said there was a general 
impression on the mainland that tho 
money from the drydock had not been ex- 
pended there. The expenditure in his 
district had been utterly inadequate to its 
wants and rightful share. He would like 
to know whtiro tho §;!84,000 had gone, 
and hoped that it would not be shown 
that it had been principally spent in the 
districts that the provincial secretary and 
leader of the government had the honor 
to represent. 

Hon. Mr. Dnck said that during tho 
years 188-i, 1884 and 1885 the sum of 
§35'!, 000 had been expended on tho main- 
land in excess of that on the island. 

Hon. Mr. Smitho Baid that 3155,000 
had had to bo paid on account of the dry- 
dock into tho revenue as the government 
previous to 1883 had been carrying on the 
work'Rt Esquitnalt by day labor and the 
Dominion government had refused to pay 
the oost of that work. The government 
bad nevor promised that tho §250.000 
fjhould be got aside as a separate fund for 
the benefit of tho mainland ju addition to 
the annual votes for each district, but that 
it should be distributed over several yearB 
in expenditure on tho mainland, at.d when 
the appropriations were made, tho exist- 
ence of this sum should enter into con 
»ideratipn and the amounts increased ac- 
cordingly. 

Sir. lIcLeoso thought the remarks of the 
lpader of the government were not complete 
unless ho compared the mainland revenue 
with that of t)ie island. He differed wjtb, 
the statement that tho drydock money had 
built the ThompsQU river bridge. That 
■work had boen defrayed from the tolls of 
the Oaviboo road. (Grief of "No!") The 
drydock money had boon thrown into the 
general revenue and had not been specially 
appropriated for tho mainland in addition 
to the general estimates, and had not, as 
had boen promised, set apart us a sum for 
extraordinary expenditure there. 

Mr. Allon remembered the promise of the 
govorumeut to the mainland that as the 
iBland railway was about to be built the 
mainland was entitled to tho refund on 
account of the drydock. At tho same lime 
he thought it was only fair to slate that ho 
had never heard the sum BDoken of as being 
more than §250,000. (Hear.) lie f ought 
the mainland had not received what it was 
entitled to in this respect, and agreed with 
the membor for Cariboo, that Cariboo and 
Lillooet had paid every dollar for tho 
^hompBon river bridge. 

Hon. Sir. Robson said it was only just 
that, expenditure of the roveuiie should be 
apportioned to the wants of the dl'stnp.tB, 
pha npt nepessaruy laid out in proportion to 
Ihe revenue'of each of these districts. Thfi 
government had felt that tho amount of 
§750, 0p0 arbitrarily going to the island, the 
mainland was entitled to the $250,000 re- 
ceived oil account of the drydock, but a 
jarger sum than this was payer promised to 



the mainland on. this account. The sum 
had never been intended to bo treated as a 
separate one, but its expenditure to be 
extended over several years, and that tho 
sums when considering appropriations for 
public works should be larger in considera- 
tion of this sum. He thought it was most 
unpatriotic for island or mainland members 
to attempt to stir up a jealous feeling in 
this respect. The government hud 
done all in its power to do 
equal justice to evory district in tho pro- 
vince, and the statoment of the momber 
for Knotenay ihit his (the speaker's) dis- 
trict and that of tho leader of the govern- 
ment had been unduly considered in the 
appropriations was entirely inconsistent 
with tho facta, as the public accounts 
would show tliut, apart from certain ex- 
penditures that were incidental to every 
district. Now Westminster or Cowichan 
hud experienced no unwarranted increase. 
'I ho member for Cariboo (Mr. McLoose) 
had spoken of his district as having built 
the Thorn] eon river bridge. The latter 
district had contributed §1-1,500 to the 
public revenue, and to this he would com- 
pare Nanaimo with its §15,000, Victoria 
with its §31,000, and Yale with its §137,- 
000. Thua the honorable gentleman (Mr. 
MeLueso) wwuld see that his district would 
suiter by the invidious comparison which 
ho had been so ready to make when stat- 
ing that Cariboo has paid for tho Thorn [ - 
Bori bridge. The tolls of the Cariboo road 
went, as all were aware, to maintain the 
road upon which thoso tolls wore collect- 
ed. He felt auro that any efforL made by 
members to raise dissatisfaction among 
the districts as to tho expenditure of the 
drydock money would be futile. The 
people who were thoroughly capable of 
judging for themselves in the matter were 
tuo intelligent to be gulled, and to the 
taunt of the member from Kootenay ho 
would reply by urging him, and the party 
to which ho belonged, to me above all 
party considerations and eagerness to 
gain oflice.acd aid the government in try- 
ing to bring tho country into a feeling of 
harmony and brotherhood, but so long as 
he tried to create prejudice against a 
government that was honestly devoted to 
tho welfare of the country, he could never 
expect to puaa down to posterity a* one of 
the patriots and statesmen of British Col- 
umbia [Hear, hoar and laughter] 

Mr. Martin had always understood the 
drydock refund would be oxpeudod on 
tho mainland, and that the sum waB to bo 
§250,000. Lie disputed that the bridge 
mentioned by the member for Cariboo 
had been built by the road tolls. He 
agreed that §137,000 had been returned aa 
revenue from his district, but thought the 
expenditure had not been in proportion. 

Mr. Cowan said the building of the 
bridge was for the general benefit of tho 
province and not to the district in par- 
ticular. 

Mr. Allen assorted that the btidge hud 
been built in tho interest of a section of 
people, and a small section at that — in 
the interests not of the general public 
but solely in that to tho express com- 
panies. 

An lion, member — You're out of order. 

Mr. Allen — I am not. 

Mr. Dunsmuir said tho jealousy of a 
district that looked for every cont back 
right away was childish and ridiculous. 
The districts were joined in one common 
weal and not to raise sectional distinc- 
tions between each other. Each con- 
tributed its quota, and their wants wero 
justly considered and impartially met 
from a general fund, to which all con- 
tributed to u greater or loss extent. 

Mr. Grant intendedtoBupport the reso- 
lution. On tho principle of being just 
before being generous, the mainland was 
entitled to a greater share of expenditure 
than the island, not only on account of 
contributing more to thu general revenue 
but of its greater importance, but the 
necessity fur developing its great re- 
sources. Ho thought it was deBirable 
that an approximate statement of the ex- 
penditures in various mainland districts 
out of the §250,000 should be submitted. 

Mr. T. Davie said tho money rocoived 
on graving dock account had been thrown 
into the general revenue, and not kept as 
a separate account He thought that 
when an incorrect assumption was in- 
cluded in a motion, as in this case, such 
motion could not commend itself to tho 
good aonae of the house. The answer to 
the question could bo made by a reference 
to the publio accounts, and without con- 
trasting one mainland district with 
another, he was inclined to think that 
the mainland had come off better than 
had the island. Uuleas the motion was 
amended to read as a request for a tabu- 
lated statement of expenditure on main- 
land public works, he should not sup- 
port it. 

Mr. Orr would like to see a comparative 
statement of island and niainlancl expen- 
diture sent down. 

Mr. Semlin said that in reply to the 
charge that certain members were trying 
to bow discord between mainland and is- 
land the government Bhould remember 
that many members there represented tho 
mainland and were rnorely echoing the 
sentiments of their constituents whon stat- 
ing they were dissatisfied with the amount 
of expenditure that had been ipade oh the 
mainland. 

The motion was carried. 

TAN BAllfC. 

Mr. Helgesen moved That whereas it is 
detrimental to the beat interest of white 
labor within the province that Chinoao 
should be allowed to cut hemlock timber 
for making tan bark on crown lands with- 
out having license to do bo from tho gov- 
ernment, or by paying for the timber cut; 
be it therefore resolved, Th.it m the opin- 
ion of this houae it ia desirable that this 
government take immediate Bteps to pre- 
vent any and all Chinese from cutting 
hemlock timber on any of the crown 
lands within the province of British Col- 
umbia. 

Hon. Mr. Smitho said that if the mover 
wished to effect anything ho should intro- 
duce a bill embodying tho spirit of the reso- 
lution. Hemlock was exempt in tne tim- 
ber laws and no mere opinion of tho house 
oould provont tho destruction of hemlock. 
Ho would support auch a. h\\\ \( it was 
introduced. 

Mr. Beaven said this was within the 
province of the government. Even if 
hemlock were exompt, tho government 
had sufficient authority to employ several 
specials,' who upon finding Chinese cut- 
ting hemlock oould order thorn off as in- 
juring the crowu lands of the province. 



Any bill affecting to deal with the crown 
lands would bo at once ruled out of order 
if introduced by an apposition member, 
auch proposed legislation pertaining strict- 
ly to the government. While on tho sub- 
ject he would mention the injury tho 
public lands wero rocoivinn, from the 
hands of foreigners who purchased lands at 
§2.50 an aero simply to despoil them of 
their timber. 

Hon. Mr. Duck would like to know if 
it was the intention of the mover to grant 
licenses to Chinese to cut hemlock. The 
proposed resolution was vague in this 
respect. 

Mr. Galbraith said the position tho 
leader of the government should have 
taken would have been to have com- 
plimented tho mover of tho resolution 
for calling the attention of the government 
to the destruction of hemlock bark, and 
to have stated the government before ris- 
ing would su amend tho land act as to re- 
strict Chinoao from destroying this 
timber. 

lion. Mr. Robson said tho honorable 
membor from Kootenay pursued his usual 
course of miarepreaenting^ionorablo gen- 
tlemen on the government aide by putting 
the matter unfairly. Ho got up nnd mado 
statements about honorable gentlemen 
that were untrue. He was continually 
nuking men of straw for the purpose of 
knocking them down. It was a childish 
way to debate any question, uud he 
thought for tho status of tho house that a 
fair treatment of every question should 
bo made, and the public not misled. The 
hon. leader of the opposition had sug- 
gested that Chinese be excluded from thu 
landa by employing police and forcing 
them off. The question uf dealing with 
the Chinese matter was a hard one to 
aolvo, and he hoped that a solution would 
bo found by some constitutional moans, 
and not in the unlawful way that had 
boon suggested. As for himself he would 
bo glad to go oven outside the law, if tho 
Chinese could be excluded without bring- 
ing any disaster on tho community, such 
as that of recent occurrence in the neigh 
boring territory. Ho would be glad if 
the law would allow the exclusion of 
Chinese from cuttitig hemlock, but thu 
timber act did not provido for it, and he 
was surprised that the honorable gentle- 
man should blame tho chief commissioner 
for not doing something which he had no 
power to do, and adding that the house 
would back him up in his action. It 
looked very much like a cue for tho house 
to throw aside constitutional means for 
getting rid of thoChineso. [Hear, hear.] 
However, he trusted that they would take 
tho lesson given by tho unfortunate oc 
currences on the other aide of tho bound- 
ary line, and not in any way cause tho 
bringing about of similar actions here, 
He need not refer to reasons that should 
actuate thorn in refraining from tho 
slightest irritation to unlawful acts against 
tho Uhinese. 

Mr, Beaven said tho chief commissioner 
had power, as custodian of the crown 
landa, to employ spociul police to drive 
Chinamen from tho crown lands. 

Hun. Mr. Smitho said as chief commis- 
sioner ho had only power bo far as the 
land act gave him. He thought that tho 
suggestion of tho honorable leader of the 
opposition was very much as imputed to 
him by tho honorable provincial aecretary. 

Hon. Mr. Robson, continuing, said ho 
had not stated anything that the honor- 
able gentleman had nut said, for lie had 
taken down hi* words — "that the cbiof 
commissioner ought to employ specials to 
drive tho Chinese from the crown landa, 
and the houso would back him up in the 
matter." He would like to know if that 
was not a suggestion to do an unlawful 
act. He was sorry that the honorable 
gentleman opposite would persist that 
government members were inaincero on 
tho Chinese question. If over there was 
u question on which every member on tho 
floor of tho houae should riae ubove party 
feeling, it was this perplexing Chinese 
question, and if thoy did not combine in 
an effort to bring forth a solution of tho 
problem it oould not be done. 

Mr. Beaven again denied that, he had 
mado the statements imputed to him by 
tho honorable provincial secretary. 

Hon. Mr. Davio said tho chief commis- 
sioner had no power to employ police to 
drive Chinese from Crown landa. Tho law 
did not provide against their cutting hem- 
lock timber from Crown lands, and there- 
fore nothing could be done to provont 
them. The honorable leadorof the oppo- 
sition knew very well that if he wished to 
do so ho could introduce a bill to strike 
the section from the hind act. He could 
not soo the utility of bringing in such a 
barren resolution as tho present, but if il 
was thought that the section should by 
eliminated from the statutes a bill could 
easily bo brought ip to do bo, and would 
bo carried, and ho had no doubt that the 
Dominion government would not object 
to the matter. 

Mr. Semlin said it wsb refreshing to 
know that at least ono member of tho gqv- 
ernment could advance common sense 
and practical idoaa. He thought the hon. 
member from Eiquimalt was entitled to 
the greatest credit for drawing tho atten- 
tion of the government to the matter. 
There wa.a no desire, as intimated by tho 
honorable premier and honorable pvovin 
cial aocretary in the resolution to make an 
assault on the government benchiB. Ho 
thought tho duties of the opposition wore 
fully oarried out by the resolution. 

Mr. Grant referred to the resolution, 
and though' a provision to exclude the 
Chinese would be wiso. As custodian of 
tho provincial domain he waa of opinion 
that the chief commissioner had power to 
take action where he thought property 
was being destroyed.

AWAKE, BUT NOT WIDEAWAKE. 

Bravo! Bruvissiiuo! Rip Vim Winkle is 
awuke tit last aud has fouu.il Ltia voica. For 
many mouths ho has slumbered peacefully 
in his sauotuni, undisturbed by tho clamor 
of factions ur the plaintive waitings ot the 
hungry sextette- in pursuit of hnppiuossaud 
office, without giving the slightest hint that 
he was still in the laud of the living. But 
he has pulled himself together at last aud 
expressed nu opinion as is an opinion on 
the financial problems of the day. Although 
he has Only just awakened and could uot 
possibly have informed himself on tho sub- 
ject ho is quite certain that there is a deficit 
and proceeds to evolve figures from his som- 
nolent brain which uo one has seen before 
and will probably never see again in print. 
Two years ago tho present leader of tho 
opposition was asked, "What is the duty of 
an opposition?" "Tho duty of an opposi- 
tion," ho replied, "well, the duty of 
an opposition is to — ah!— oppose!" When 
the Kip of Washington Irving'a creation 
laid down it was juat after he had had a 
quarrel with his wifo, and the lirat sen- 
tences he uttered when he awoke were 
addressed as a peace-offering to his spouse. 
When dear, drowsy old Rip of tho Stand- 
ard doused the glim, pulled his nightcap 
over his oars and composed himself for 
aleep, he was iu opposition; and when he 
awoke he naturally imagined that it was 
still his duty to oppose. Ho had forgotten 
— or at least he had not heard — that the 
long-promised Island railway und tho dry- 
dock are approaching completion; that the 
'railway lands are open to pre-emption 
and are being rapidly peopled; that the 
country has almost doubled in population 
siuco the present government came into 
power;- and that there exists in every 
branch of trade and industry a condition 
of prosperity to which the country, under 
the old regime, was a stranger. Great al- 
lowance should be made for the Stand- 
ard. Ho slept so long and soundly that 
legislators had fallen into the habit of 
passing laws and making treaties that 
promote the prosperity of the 
country without giving him a 
thought. Had he kept his eyes 
open his advice might have served in 
making better barj;aiiia. But ho chose to 
sleep at his post; and now rubs his eyoa 
and innocontly asks, "Wha — what has 
become of the monoy ?" If he will turn 
to the public accounts for the past two 
months he will see wha— what has become 
ef the money. He will see that when 
the Beaven government left ollice there 
was an overdraft of §09,000, and overdue 
payments for work performed of over 
170,000 more. He will see that the ap- 
propriations for public works are more 
than double those of the preceding ad- 
ministration during any given period. 
He will understand that the requirements 
of the country have increased with tho' 
population; that tho roads and bridges 
Mr. Beaven allowed to fall into decay for 
"economy's sake" have been restored; 
that scores of roads through and to now 
diatriots have been made; new school dis- 
tricts created and schoolhouses built. 
These are among the things our sstoemod 
contemporary will discorn when he shall 
have rubbed the mills of three years 
from his eyes. "The duty of an opposi- 
tion is — ah ! — to oppose." That may be 
true enough. But it is not the duty of 
either opposition or government to utter 
palpable untruths and palm thorn off on 
unsuspecting innocents like the Standard 
as facts. 

TUE TARIFF ON COAL. 

A Puget Sound newspaper suggests that 
in place of the adoption of the principle 
of free trade in coal ds proposed by the 
Morrison tariff bill, the duty imposed on 
foreign coal entering U. S. ports should 
be raised to §1, so as to n|pit out tho Brit- 
ish Columbia article. This, however, is 
a game that two can play at. Tho duty 
now imposed on Canadian coal by the 

United States is 75 cents per ton. The 
duty collected on United States coal en- 
tering Canada is 50 cents per ton. The 
consumption of American coal in Canada 
is very large in j spite of the duty, which 

was imposed to protect Nova Scotia coal 
from competition with tho foreign article. 
If transportation rates were a little lower 
it is believed that tho Nova Scotia coal 
would soon drive American coal out of 
the market; but as things are tho Ameri- 
cans send annually from (100,000 to 700,- 
000 tons into Canada in spite of tho duty. 
Now, should congress advance tho duty 
as proposed parliament would meet tho 
advance with a like duty and the result 
would be that the United Statos, while 
shutting out some 150,000 tons of foreign 
coal on the Pacific; would lose the sale of 
nearly 700,000 tons at the east. This 
matter was well considered and argued 
when the Canadian government, seven or 
eight years ago, imposed the duty of fifty 
cents per ton. What is really wanted is 
reciprocity so that certain products of 
both countries (coal among them) may en- 
ter the portB of each free of duty. Until 
reciprocity shall have boon obtained the 
Americans will have meted out to them 
the same measure that they may mete out 
to Canada. If Brother Jonathan can af- 
ford to disponse with the coal trade of 
eastern Canada, western Canada can 
manage to rub along without the coal 
trade of the American Pacific coast. 



ANOTHER "FLOWER." 

Tho "miserable curs" is the latest adap- 
tation of the Tiroes from the Toronto Globe. 
The epithets previously chronicled were: 
"Liars; 
Beasts; 
Rascals; 
Thieves;" 
To which add: 

"Miserable Curs." 
Quite a handsome bouquet of choice exple- 
tives from a newspaper that was started to 
fill an aching void in journalism. The 
Victoria papers were so coarse, you know, 
that the Times was established to teach 
them manners. Bad manners, it now ap- 
pears. 

AN ONTARIO DEFICIT. 

The Ontario grit government announces 
a deficit of $400,000. The gentlemen of 
the opposition in this province draw their 
political inspiration from the Toronto 
Globe. Now let them show how, if the 
Ontario government iB perfection^ that 
such a thing as a deficit has occurred. In 
the words of our eatoemod morning con- 
temporary, "Wha— what has become of 
tho money ?"_. And in the language of an 
equally esteemed evening contemporary. 
"What have tho liars, boasts, rascals, 
thieves aud miserable curs got to say in 
their own defence J" 



YESTERDAY'S DISPATCHES. 

EUROPE 

London, March 1.— During a heavy 
snow storm, which provailod on the coast 
the British steamer Missouri, Capt. Pov- 
land, from Boston February 13th for Liv- 
erpool, stranded off Holyhead. Later in- 
telligence from Holyhead suya that tho 
crew of tho Missouri are safe, and that 
the steamer will probably be lloatod. A 
snow storm prevails throughout Great 
Britain; in many places snow has drifted 
in great piles on the railroad track. 

Nkw YORK, Feb. 20 — The Post's Lou- 
don special auys: Some excitement has 
been caused by the fact that the toast to 
the Queen was received with hisses at a 
complimentary diimor to workingmeii 
members of parliament, and half the com- 
pany remaining seated while it was drunk. 

Pauls, Feb. 28. — Tho committee of the 
chamber of deputies approves of M. ltiv- 
ets' proposal to leavo to the government 
the initiation of tho expulsion of iho 
French princes. 

Lonhon, Feb. 28. — Numbers of meet- 
ings of unemployed workmen were hold 
in London to-day. Owing to the cold 
weather the attendance was meager. 

Manchester, Feb. 'J8. — Ten thousand 
workmen assembled, but in the absence 
of orators they dispersed early, after in- 
dulging iu various forms of rough amuse- 
ment. 

Berlin, Feb. 28. — A cabinet council 
has been considering tho Polish bill. 
Prince Bismarck proposed expropriation, 
pure and simple. He was unanimously 
opposed by his colleagues aud he yielded. 

Prince Bismark has recovered from his 
attack of sciatica. 

EASTERN STATES. « 
Chicago, March 1. — The MoCormack 
reaper works resumed operations this 
morning, throe hundred and fifty men re- 
porting for duty. Great crowds wore iu 
the vicinity of the works early in tho 
morning, and to their presence is ascribed 
tho fact that a large number did not ap- 
ply for work through fear of intimidation. 
A large force of police were on hand to 
presorvii order, and arrested three or four 
men who were noisy and aggressive. A 
large number of workmen had appeared, 
carrying their pails, but were taken in 
charge by tho strikers, and a great many 
were prevailed on to remain outside. A 
Jargo crowd of strikers linod Blue Island, 
and are forcing the works, with the evi- 
dent intention of intimidating any men 
expecting to go to work. Finally tho 
police ordered them back. They were 
slow to move at first, but when the order 
to disperse came the second timo and offi- 
cers advanced, they turned and ran.

PERNICIOUS JOUttNALISITI, 

The Guttlcr-Snipe Journal Re- 
buked. 

(Tilt; Vancouver Herald ) 

It in hardly possible to suppose that he 
(the Times editor,^ can have tho least idea 
that thn public will accept what finds a 
place in the columns of the Times as intel- 
ligent discussion of public questions. It 
is nothing more than assertion, misrepre- 
sentation and vulgar abuse — trash in fact 
— and of a kind which is a disgrace to 
journalism. But, perhaps our contempo- 
rary is not responsible. He can plead 
eariy draining as having given a bent to 
his mind and taught him occnsniy of the 
truth, and is therefore but another illus- 
tration of the old adago that a silk purse 
is not to be got from a sow's ear. Tho 
pernicious effects of party polities in cust- 
om Canada ought to convince any one 
that they ore most prejudicial to the 
country's best interests, and their intro- 
duction here in their unadulterated form, 
as attempted by the Times, could produce 
nothing but evil and only evil. 

Now, what are the questions which have 
stirred up tho party zeal of our contempor- 
ary to ho violent a pitch? The Port Simp- 
sou land steal, as it is called, is one of them, 
It was the result of an oversight on the 
part of a deputy head of a department, but 
so far as wo have boon able to ascertain, no 
great harm was done, and tho government, 
when the matter came bofoie the house, 
was sustained by a large majority. Then 
there was the Kootenay give-away, which 
appears to havo been certain '.amis asked 
for aud given to a company who undertook 
to make certain improvements upon them. 
Th6 bill granting these lands was not a 
government bill, but opposed by it in its 
original form, and was carried by a vote 
of 15 to 8, and it appears that only one of 
the opposition that the Times leads, voted 
against it. Tho Settlement bill was car- 
ried by 10 to 5, .and this is the kind of 
material out of which our contemporary 
hopes to manufacture sufficient indigna- 
tion in the country to upset the govern- 
ment. He must take the poople for a 
parcel of fools, hut it is more than prob- 
able that it will be found there is only 
one. 

HOKUIItLE TRAGEDY. 



A Farmer Slioots his Brother, 
Wife, Siter-in-law ami Soaa. 

Bloqminton, 111., Feb. 19. — Three 
days ago David Shoity, a wealthy fann- 
er residing near Shirley, 111., armod 
with two shotguns, secreted himsolf in 
the oat bin of his barn. Yesterday 
members of his family discovered his 
whereabouts and attempted to take 
him to the bouse. He fired a number 
of shots, inflicting serious and perhaps 
fatal wounds upon his brother, Levi 
Shotly, hia wife, sister-in-law and his 
son, aged 17. He then set tare to the 
barn, which was entirely consumed 
with its contents. Shotly then made 
his escape to the timber, three miles 
awav, where it is believed he has com- 
mitted suicide. His wife and sintor-in- 
law will dio. 



TheArmstono Case.— Mr. Polund, 
Q. C, lias received a large number of 
letters in reply to his recent appeal on 
behalf of the Armstrong family, and a 
considerable fund has . already been 
raised for their assistance. Tho girl 
Eliza Armstrong was recBntly placed 
in the Princess Louise's Home at Wan- 
stead for the protection and training of 
young girls. It in intended to give her 
two and a half 3'ears' good schooling 
and training, and then to got iior into 
service. Her father has been presented

The Sphinx. — A correspondent 
writes: — Operations have been latfilv 
begun for the purpose of clearing away 
the mass of sand which has accuuiulat 
ed during centuries around the famous 
statue of the Sphinx, Brugsch Bey, 
brother of the distinguished Egyptolog- 
ist, has charge of the work, which is 
being carried out according to a plan 
proposed by Signup Maspero, ami will, 
it is expected, be finished by Easter. 
The portion of the statue at present 
above the ground is about 10 feet. It 
is supposed that as much more, at least 
is buried in the sand, and the amount 
of sand to bo cleared away is estimated 
at 'JO, 000 cubic metres. A small tram- 
way is being constructed to carry away 
this mass of siiiul to a distance, and 
150 laborers are employed on the task. 
When the statue lias been laid bare to 
the level of the foundations a broad 
circular walk will be constructed 
around it, and a high wall will be built 
to guard against future encroachments 
of the sands of the desert.

ItEV. O. M. GORDON. D. O. 

He Discourses to Large Coiigrc- 
gntious. 

Rev. Mr. Gordon, of Winnipeg, preach 
ed on Sunday morning in tho I'andora 
street Preabyterian church to an overflow- 
ing house, who were delighted with the 
finished style of oratory and clear and 
striking manner in which he placed tho 
truths of tho gospel before them. The 
reverend gentleman took his text from 
Romans v., 1, 2, "Therefore being justi- 
fied by faith we have peace with God 
through our Lord Jesus Christ; by whom 
also we have access by faith into this 
grace wherein we stand and rejoice in the 
hope and glory of God." The speaker 
used those words as illustrating tho true 
order of Christian experience — fact, faith 
and feeling.

Preabyterian church w.ia crowded 
to again listen to Mr. Gordon, who 
took aa hia text Hebrows 13, 8, "Jesus 
| Christ the same yesterday, to-day 
and for ever." Wo read, said the speaker, 
I the old familiar story and see how Christ 
j dealt with men when he moved as a man 
j among them, and how He dealt with the 
i mombora of tho early church after He had 
' passed upward from tho slopes of Christ. 
! Hut if Liu Himself were not the same to- 
i day as then, those records of the way in 
! which Ho dealt with men in the past 
would be, for us, only like pictures and 
statues in an art gallery, that show how 
tho artist overdid his work, but that tell 
us nothing of what ho is doing now. Let 
in this truth that ChriBt remains eternally 
the samo and then these records of the 
past illustrate for us how the Divine art- 
ist can reproduce to-day His likeness in 
human hearts. Recognize that the great 
hosier of human sin and sorrow is elor- J 
nally the same and then the story uf the | 
Gadarcne demoniac, and of the penitent 
harlot, of Nicodemus coining to Him by 
night, and of publicans and Burners com- 
ing by day, ol tile mourners at Bethany 
and of tho thief ou the cross, and of all 
others who felt the touch of the Divine 
physician, become of living interest and 
show how He deals with men to day. 

Tho speaker procoeded to unfold this 
truth in the light of the Epiatla to the 
Hebrows, pointing out tho great variety 
of relations in which Christ ia presented 
to us in this Epistle, selectiug some as il- 
lustrations of his subject. In the first 
chapter tho writer of the Epistle sees Eiim 
come forth as tho eternal. Son of God. 
What the sun's rays aro to tho sun, or 
what the stamp left by the seal upun the 
wax is to the seal by which the impres- 
sion is made, such is the eternal Son in 
His power to reveal the eternal (Jod. 
Climb high as you car. in your attempts to 
form a conception of God, bring to your 
aid all tho help that can be furnished by 
science, by history, by philoaophy; yet 
you get no further than the point where 
tho Apostle John stood eighteen centur- 
ies ago. "No man hath seen God at any 
time; tho only Begotten Son hath reveal- 
ed him." In tha second chapter tho wri- 
ter thinks of the eternal Son made like 
unto His brethron. Wo are thus culled 
to think of Christ's human life— that life 
in which, aa we road of it, we feel that wo 
could have sat way-worn beside Him at 
tho well of Sychar, or could have slept 
near Him in the fishing-boat, or could 
have wopt with Him at the grave 
of Lazarus; that life in which 
He was familiar with our temptation as 
well as with our pains; that life in which 
having won tho key to all human hearts 
by being tried in all pointa as we aro, He. 
won at last the keys of death by treading 
the dark valley and returning for our sal- 
vation. Has He then laid aside that hu- 
man life as one might lay aside u mask 
that ho had worn for a short aeaaoti I No; 
He has carried our nature, has kept all 
that human experience, knows our trials 
to-day as clearly as He knew the first of 
his disciples when he, too, was thirsty at 
Syciiar. Follow still further the writer 
of this epistle. Tho greater portion of it 
is taken up in presenting ChriBt as our 
morciful and faithful high priest. After 
explaining the importance of this oflico 
in the eyes of the Jews, and showing how 
Chriet realizes the old testament type, 
the speaker prnceedud to show that wo all 
need the benefit of Hia high priestly ser- 
vices. Aftor all the power that rules us 
is not the monarch with earthly sceptre, 
nor tho thinker with gruat ideas, but 
rather 1 He who can make reconciliation for 
our sins, securing for us God's pardon 
and enabling us to present to God our 
service. Following still further the writer 
of the epistle, Christ is seen as our fore- 
mnner who has passed before us within 
the vale. When Jacob thought of going 
down to Egypt it was a journey by 
an untried way into a itrango land, bill 
the one comfort of his aged h^nrt was the 
faut that Joseph was there as his forerun- 
ner. So as we think of the chamber that in 
behind tho veil, tho unseen land on 'he 
other side of death, our ouo supreme com- 
fort in prospect ot that journey ia thnt 
Jesus our forerunner is there. 

A still further luatmico of tho varied rela- 
tions in which Christ is presented in this 
epistlo is given in the tilth chapter, when He 
is spoken us tho author and finisher of our 
faith. Having dwelt on these various rela- 
tions tho speaker proceeded to show how in 
the argument of this opistle juat because 
Christ remains unchangeable, tho blessings 
that he provides for his followers remain 
forever. He gave as illustrations of this 
the lessons taught by the writer regarding 
tho rest that remainoth for tho people of 
God, the hope iu Christ which is as an 
anchor of the soul, tho inheritance in that 
kingdom which cannot he moved, and the 
covenant ia which God's law its written ou 
the heart bo that no mutinous desire can 
disturb his righteous rule nor shake the bo- 
liover'B perfect peace. 

Tho Bpoaker closed with a fervent appeal 
to hia hearers to rocoguize and enjoy all 
that coiues to us from God through the as- 
surance of his text. Let those who are 
trusting Christ trust on; they are resting 
on a rock that cannot be moved; they are 
lit by a sun that ahull no more go down; 
thoy are safe in tho grasp of a baud that 
never lost its hold. Let those who are not 
trusting this oternal and unchanging ouo 
commit the keeping of thoir soul to him; 
they search in vain for any other saviour,

FOURTH PARLIAMENT. 

FOUHTH SESSION. 

CConttilllcd from first jia^e.) 

Mr. Wilson Baid honorable members 
opposite seemed to think that the govern- 
ment were able to create aunshine or rain 
at any particular period. It had been 
BUggeated that the section be stricken 
from tho statute, but would that meet tho 
casu ! It had boon tried to exclude aliens 
from acquiring timber limits within the 
province, but they employed soma impe- 
cunious British subject who aold the right 
to them when it was acquired. It would 
be tho same with hemlock timber — tho 
Chinese would get some white man to 
aocure the license and thua got power to 
cut the timber. It was only by ostracising 
the Chinese commercially and economi- 
cally as they ,vere socially that would 
Bend them from our shores. 

Hon. Attorney-General — Will the hon- 
orable mover give the number of Chinoso 
cutting hemlock I 

Mr. EEelgesen — 1 only heard of it a few 
days ago; I believe a Chinaman named 
Quong Siny bus a contract to cut hemlock 
bark during the summer. 

Mr. Allen did not think that the onus 
of the whole thing should ho placed on 
the government and ho would therefore 
move, seconded by Mr. Martin that the 
preamble bo struck out and the resolution 
remain . 

Mr. t Helgeson said he did not think 
that the chief commissioner should have 
upbraided him for bringing in the matter 
as he did. He only wished to remedy 
an evil, and if they would not accept hia 
resolution ho would vote for the amend- 
ment. 

Hon. Mr Smithe said that it was hard 
to iliauuaaa matter when honorable gentle- 
men opposite acted so unfairly. He had not 
stated anything against the honorable 
mover of the resolution. In fact he had 
stated that if the honorable gontleniau 
would bring in a bill to meet the case he 
would i^ivo it his hearly support. The 
tirst information sa the matter had been 
given ao us to convoy the impression that 
Chinese were at the present time cutting 
the timber, but instead of that it now 
turned out that not only wereChinoie not 
there, but it was merely information that 
a contract had boon lot and it waa under- 
stood to bo done by Chinese. The sugges- 
tion of the honorable loader of the oppo- 
sition that he employ police to drive them 
off was ral her premature, for there waa 
nothing but un empty forost, and ho had 
not the power to employ polico for inch 
an object. lie made no objection to such 
a hill, and if it was introduced ho would 
support it. He merely wished to point 
out the inconsistency of the honorable 
gentleman iu introducing a barren resolu- 
tion, which, if passed, would not attain 
the object sought, when ho could have 
secured it by introducing a bill. He did 
not think thai such a provision would 
meet any opposition at Ottawa. 

Mr. Heaven said if any gontleman on 
the llmir of the house put up men of straw 
to knock down it was the honorable pro- 
vincial secretary, who put words into tho 
mouths of the honorable gentlemen on 
this side of [he liouie. Ho still contend- 
ed that the chief commissioner had the 
power as custodian of the crown lands 
to protect the timber from destruction. 
However, if as the attorney-general stated, 
it was necessary that power be given the 
chief commissioner, a bill brought in by 
tho honorable al torney-general would re- 
ceive hearty support from the members 
of tho opposition. 

Mr. Galbraith slated thai the honorable 
provincial Hecrotary hail assured Mr. 
Heaven of recommending illogal proceed- 
ings, but the honorable provincial aecre- 
tary would go farther— he would bo will- 
ing to go beyond the law in order to drive 
out the Chinese. 

Hon. Mr. Itobson rose to explain. The 
honorable member fur Kootenay had, aa 
was his habit, misrepresented him. What 
he had said was that ha was prepared to 
go as far as any honorable gentloman iu 
endeavoring t > rid the country of the Chi- 
nese evil, lb- might even be induced to 
strain tho law, if assured that the citise 
would be served and no evils resultB fol- 
low.

The honorable mover hoped thai the 
resolution would pass — the tax of 815 
could not bo collected and tho §5 tax was 
not paid — hence it resulted in injury to 
the revenue of the country. 

Mr. Dingwall aaid he wiahed it under- 
stood in seconding the resolution that the 
reason ho did so was, if the collectors 
could not collect tho $15 tax they should 
bo given the means to collect the So tax. 

Hon. Mr. Davio aaid ho believed that 
the intention of thei mover of the resolu- 
tion was not to favor the Chinese, but 
merely to enable the collection of tho §5 
lax, as it was found that they could not 
collect the!? 15. It was felt in the district 
he represouLod that tho section should bo 
amended, so that the Chinese would be 
compelled to pay at any rate the same tax 
aa that imposed on white miners. 

Hon. Mr. Smithe said the matter Bhould 
be deferred until the returns were brought 
down. In the Lillooet district the amount 
received by the collectors for mining 
licenses from Chinese was but §48 if 
this was the case in all districts ho did u< t 
see why iho sec ion should not be repeal- 
ed. Hut n thu Yule district tho sum of 
over 82,000 had been collected, nearly 
lulf of the whole amount collected for 
mining licenses in the province. The 
minors at Granite creek wore moving in 
an altogether opposite direction from 
those of Lillooet and Cariboo and were 
soliciting the government to pass an en- 
actment excluding Chinese from the 
rights of free miners. Until thoy had 
some further more definite information ou 
the matter ho thought the action should 
be doferrod, and therefore ho would inovo 
the adjournment of the debate. This was 
carried.

RESCUE OF THE OLD LADY 
OX H IIE COLUMBINE. 

Her Terrible Experiences. 

Seven Days Alone on the Tem- 
pestuous Sen. 

A London cablegram Bays: Intellig- 
ence has reached here bins morning that 
Elizabeth Mouat, the woman who was 
blown across the North Sea from the 
Shetlanda in the Columbine fishing 
auiack yesterday, made a statement to 
the Admiralty Judge at Stavanger, 
Norway. She said si"? was GO years 
old, unmarried and poor. She embark- 
ed intending to visit a neice, who lives 
at Lerwick, Heing ill. she was below, 
hut heard two aailors running about 
on deck and the boat lowered. Al- 
though very seasick she at once got up 
and tried to come on deck, but the lad- 
der fell. She was unable to replace it 
and heard the boat row off. She' was 
terribly alarmed, for the wind was 
blowing hard and the sea was high. 
She hoped the crew would return, and 
she attempted many times to replace 
the ladder. She could look out of the 
open hatchway. The craft drove along 
under a double reefed mainsail which 
was set. The only food she had brought 
with her was a bottle of milk and two 
biscuits. The provisions in the fore- 
castle she was unable to reach. The tirst 
night was a terrible one. The vessel 
rolled heavily. She was in darkness. 
Tlie seas often washed down the hatch- 
way, keeping her drenched. Every mo- 
ment she expected to go to the bottom. 
When morning broke no land or tail 
was to be seen. The sea was still rou^h, 
but as the Columbine had lived through 
the night, she began to hope. From 
this time she never quits despaired, 
but put her trust in God, and believed 
He would send her rescue. 

NO StKBP TOR SEVEN DAYS. 

During the whole seven days and 
nights she never slept, hut at intervals 
stood up and looked above the hatch- 
way to see if aid was in sight. She 
made her biscuits last us long as possi- 
ble, but for the last four days was al- 
together without food. She suffered 
more from wet and thirst than from 
hunger, and she quenched her thirst so 
far as she could by licking the drops 
condensed on the window, Gradually 
she became weak. Her legs were so 
swollen she could scarcely stand. She 
therefore lashed herself close to the 
hatchway, fearing she might roll away 
and be unable to get back so as to look 
out. 

A UllAVF. RESCUE. 

The Columbine grounded near Lep- 
so, but it was some hours before the 
smack was noticed by any of the in- 
habitants. When first perceived it was 
supposed the crew had abandoned her 
or had been washed overboard. Sud- 
denly a violent gust blew away the 
sail and rigging, and then a woman's 
Lend was seen to appear above the 
hatchway. There was no boat near 
which could be launched, but a young 
man volunteered to swim 6ut to her. 
He succeeded in getting on board and 
found the woman almost insensible and 
tied up against the ladder hooka. He 
passed a rope ashore, and fastening the 
woman to this she was got to land. She 
was at once carried to a farmhouse, 
where she was most kindly treated and 
nursed, and h.is since been assisted by 
Messrs. Bully and Spindler, two Eng- 
lish gentlemen. She iz ? f :ll unwell and 
complains of pains in her chest and in 
her swollen legs, The physician attend- 
ing her considers there is no longer any 
fear, and that she will be able to start 
on her homeward journey in a few 
days. When the safety of - the woman 
was heard here a few days ago, but 
nothing else, a navigator at Lloyds was 
heard to doubt it and say it was im- 
possible in that aea that such a smack 
would not founder in the winter gales, 
but it seems like the direct Providence 
that the pious old lady invoked. 

[ft will be rembered that the captain 
of the Columbine fell overboard and 
was drowned. The other members of 
the crew launched a boat to try and 
rescue him, and before they got back 
the vessel had blown out to sea. The 
woman had been given up for lost, 
when she turned up at Norway.]
